Missourians should be wary of the increase in receipts during the just com- 
pleted Fiscal year 1984 and not assume this is indicative of what is in store for the 
future. FY84 ended with general revenue receipts showing an increase of 12.8 
percent over last year’s receipts. 

But legislative and administrative factors contributed substantial amounts of 
money to the FY84 receipts. And the opportunity for these same factors will be 
limited in the new fiscal year. 

These legislative efforts include House Bill 10 which, among other things, 
stepped up collections. The administrative efforts include an intensified collection 
of back taxes. | 

Add these factors to an improved economy and the receipts reached the 12.8 
percent level. But I or any government leader would be unwise to suggest this 
increase is an indication of what will take place in the new fiscal year. 

Total general revenue receipts for the year were $2,501,802,517 as compared to 
$2,217,460,173 a year ago. This is an increase of $284 million. 

June’s receipts left a general revenue cash balance of $280 sulin as of July 
1, the first day of the fiscal year. This compares to a balance of $180 million as the 
state entered FY84. Outstanding debts will substantially reduce this balance 
during the next couple of months. 

Showing the largest percentage gain on the year was the corporate income 
tax category up 42.3 percent over last year. Total collections were $184,264,413 as 
compared to $129,492,105 for fiscal year 1983. 

Sales and use taxes were up 15.2 percent bringing in $902,228,587. This 
compares to $783,472,718 from a year ago. This category showed the largest 
monetary gain for the year, up $119 million. 

Individual income taxes increased 10.8 percent for a year-end total of 
$1,090,775,249. This compares to $984,631,956 from last year. 

Showing the smallest percentage increase was the All Other Sources category 
which generated $324,534,268 for the year. This is a 1.5 percent increase over 
collections of $319,825,785 for fiscal year 1983.
